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Truth  and  merit,  though  hid  for  a  season,  and  borne  down  by  falsehood  and 
prejudice,  will  ultimately  triumph,  and  be  crowned  with  a  rich  reward.

TO 

PRESIDENT    O.    PRATT   AND   F.   D.    RICHARDS. 


Dated,  Banbury,  December  10th,  1850. 

"  I  trust  you  have  received  my  letters  sent  you  by 
Brother  Kelsey,  and  also  a  statement  from  him,  that  I  would 
send  some  of  the  particulars  of  my  history  in  a  few  days,  for 
your  perusal.  I  am  aware  that  it  will  require  a  considerable 
tax  upon  your  time  and  patience  perhaps,  to  read  it,  as  it  is 
somewhat  lengthy,  and  very  badly  written .  It  has  been  written 
at  different  intervals,  while  travelling  from  place  to  place, 
endeavouring  to  preach  the  Gospel ;  in  a  very  poor  state  of 
health,  and  exposed  to  much  cold  and  other  inconveniences. 

I  feel  almost  ashamed  to  send  you  such  scribble ;  and  did 
at  first  think  of  trying  to  extract  a  copy  of  some  of  the 
more  important  items,  (to  send  you)  from  the  original  manu- 
script ;  which,  you  will  understand,  was  written  expressly  for 
my  private  journal.  But  as  I  have  omitted  almost  everything 
which  is  not  calculated,  as  I  trust,  to  throw  light  and  interest 
upon  my  present  distressing  situation ;  as  well  as  upon  the 
great  work  of  the  last  days  ;  I  send  it  you  in  full.        ^  % 

%  %  %  %  %  .  The  '  note  '  concerning  my  first 
acquaintance  with  the  '  Smith  Family ; '  and  also  Chapter 
Second,  on  the  '  Surrender  of  Diahmon,'  I  did  not  think  of 
writing  until  a  considerable  portion  of  what  is  now  the  first 
and  third  Chapters,  were  completed. 

What  I  have  written  is  no  exaggeration  of  truth. 

It  is  only  intended  as  a  plain,  simple,  unvarnished  statement 
of  facts  and  circumstances,  as  they  have  transpired." 


HISTORY  OF 

ALONZO    LB    BARON. 


CHAPTER  I. 

I  was  born  of  honourable  parents,  in  the  Town  of  Le-Roy, 
Genessee  county,  and  State  of  New  York,  U.  S.  A. ;  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  November,  in  the  Year  1818. 

My  father  was  a  respectable  farmer  ;  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  the  county,  and  very  extensively  known  and  beloved.  When 
about  ten  years  of  age,  I  was  left  an  Orphan  with  one  brother 
and  two  sisters,  by  the  death  of  my  father,  my  mother  having 
died  about  three  years  previous. 

I  felt  the  loss  of  my  parents  most  severely. 

I  soon  found  that  the  cold  friendship  of  an  unfeeling  world 
was  quite  different  from  the  tender  yearnings  of  the  parental 
breast ;  and  retiring  often  to  the  silent  grove,  I  would  pour  out 
my  soul  in  bitter  anguish  there  before  the  Lord  ;  giving  perhaps 
too  free  a  vent  to  my  feelings,  unconscious  of  the  injury  that 
probably  would  result  to  my  health  and  constitution  by 
indulging  too  freely  in  my  sorrows  and  grief,  for  the  loss  of 
my  parents. 

The  Estate  of  my  father  was  worth  about  five  thousand 
dollars  at  the  time  of  his  death  ;  and  being  sold  soon  after,  the 
proceeds  were  deposited  in  a  Bank  at  Rochester,  and  were  to 
be  equally  divided  among  the  four  surviving  children  :  each 
to  receive  his  or  her  share  as  they  severally  become  of  age. 
I  will  not  here  detain  the  reader  by  relating  many  of  the  trivial 
incidents  of  my  "  boyish  days,"  but  suffice  it  to  say,  that  during 
my  early  childhood,  I  received  a  tolerable  common  education  ; 
and  at  about  the  age  of  seventeen,  I  removed  to  the  state  of 
Pensylvania  in  company  with  my  brother  and  sisters  ;  where 
after  residing  about  the  term  of  one  year,  I  heard  the  "  fulness 
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of  the  everlasting  Gospel "  proclaimed  for  the  first  time.  It 
was  glad  tidings  to  me  indeed  ;  and  I  received  it  joyfully  ;  and 
was  baptized  in  January,  1836  ;  being  eighteen  years  of  age. 
I  then  repaired  immediately  to  Kirtland,  Ohio,  with  a  letter  of 
recommendation  and  introduction  to  President  Joseph  Smith, 
our  beloved  Prophet  and  Seer ;  I  there  and  then  had  the  pleasure 
and  honour  of  residing  for  some  length  of  time  in  the  Smith 
family.     See  Note. 

Soon  after  I  arrived  at  Kirtland,  I  received  a  patriarchal 
blessing,  under  the  hands  of  the  aged  Patriarch  Joseph  ;  and 
if  ever  a  man  was  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the  Spirit  of 
Prophecy,  he  certainly  was  at  that  time.  I  have  not  a  copy 
with  me  at  this  time,  (1850)  but  as  near  as  I  can  recollect, 
it  commences  in  the  following  manner :  "  Behold  thou  art 
young — a  great  warfare  is  before  thee — thou  must  set  thy  face 
as  a  flint,  for  Satan  will  seek  to  destroy  thee ;  but  by  the 
prayer  of  faith,  thou  shalt  overcome :  for  I  lay  my  hands 
upon  thy  head  to  bless  thee,  for  thou  hast  no  father  to  bless 
thee — alone  in  the  world —  *  *  *  *  *  *  *" 
It  then  goes  on  to  speak  of  many  great  works  and  blessings ; 
such  as  preaching  the  Gospel  to  many  Nations,  and  bringing 
multitudes  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Truth,  &c.  &c. 

While  in  Ohio  I  was  ordained  to  the  office  of  a  Priest,  and 
filled  a  short  mission  in  some  of  the  middle  counties  of  the 
state;  and  in  the  fall  of  1838  I  arrived  in  the  state  of 
Missourie ;  where,  at  Dewitt  and  Diahmon,  and  other  places, 
I  became  a  witness  to,  and  participated  in  many  of  the  scenes 
of  mob  violence  and  cruel  persecution,  which  befel  the  saints 
in  that  land. 


Note. — At  the  time  when  I  became  a  member  of  the  church  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  I  was  pursuing  my  studies  at  a  school  in  the  town  of  Coneaut, 
Crawford  County,  Pennsylvania.  But  after  being  baptized,  it  was  thought 
advisable  for  me  to  go  immediately  to  Kirtland,  (a  distance  of  sixty  miles), 
where  the  schools  were  excellent,  and  where  I  could  enjoy  tbe  society  of 
the  Saints,  and  prosecute  my  studies  without  molestation  or  persecution. 
The  letter  which  I  had  received  from  the  Elder  who  baptized  me,  stated 
that  I  wished  to  obtain  a  good  boarding  place,  in  order  to  attend  school. 
On  my  arrival  I  presented  the  letter  to  Joseph  Smith,  Senior,  (the  Prophet 
Joseph  being  then  absent  from  home,)  and  after  a  little  deliberation,  it 
was  decided  that  I  should  go  and  board  with  Samuel  (a  brother  of  the 
Prophet.) 
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Thus  was  I  introduced  at  once,  into  a  close  acquaintance  and  intimacy 
with  that  family  which  Infinite  Wisdom  has  seen  fit  to  choose  from  among 
all  the  families  of  the  earth,  to  act  so  conspicuous  a  part  in  the  dispensation 
of  the  fulness  of  times. 

Young  and  tender  as  I  then  was  in  the  work,  and  having  heard  so  many 
evil  reports  concerning  the  Smith  family,  I  was  extremely  delighted  to  see 
and  know  for  myself  that  these  reports  were  entirely  false.  I  soon  found 
myself  most  agreeably  situated,  and  surrounded  with  a  very  inteligent, 
amiable,  and  interesting  society,  in  that  of  the  Smith  family.  Brother 
Samuel,  in  all  his  actions  or  movements,  whether  in  public  or  private  in- 
tercourse, evinced  a  noble,  frank,  and  generous  mind,  joined  with  a  sound 
intellect  and  an  amiable  disposition. 

I  continued  to  board  with  him  for  some  time  ;  and  our  long  winter 
evenings  were  frequently  spent  in  agreeable  conversation,  the  subject  of 
which  was  often  connected  with  the  discovery  of  the  "  Plates,"  and  coming 
forth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  the  many  remarkable  events  connected 
with  it ;  when  Brother  Samuel  used  to  relate  in  a  very  familiar  and  inter- 
esting manner  what  he  knew  concerning  his  brother  Joseph,  while  engaged 
in  bringing  forth  the  Work,  and  how  he  had  seen  handled  and  hefted  the 
"Golden  Plates!" 

Joseph  the  Prophet,  and  also  other  members  of  this  chosen  family, 
sometimes  formed  a  part  of  our  family  circle.  I  afterwards  went  to  reside 
for  a  short  time,  with  Calvin  Stoddard  and  his  wife  Safrona,  who  was  an 
amiable  sister  to  Joseph.  She  was  a  very  agreeable  and  interesting 
woman ;  and  used  to  gratify  my  curiosity  very  much  by  relating  many 
interesting  circumstances  concerning  her  brother  Joseph,  and  the  Plates, 
&c.  She  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  her  husband,  who  was  sick  at 
that  time,  and  who  died  soon  after. 

I  also  boarded  for  a  short  season  with  Catherine,  a  second  amiable 
sister  to  Joseph,  and  who  was  at  that  time,  in  somewhat  destitute  circum- 
stances. I  also  found  her  company  and  society  very  agreeable.  Her 
mother  often  came  to  see  her,  and  appeared  to  be  very  much  afflicted  in 
consequence  of  the  troubles  and  sufferings  of  her  children. 

She  was  truly  a  very  kind  warm-hearted  old  lady ;  and  with  tearful  eyes 
and  uplifted  hands  she  would  pray  that  the  choicest  blessings  of  kind 
Heaven  might  be  multiplied  upon  my  head  ;  and  would  say  to  me  "You 
shall  be  blessed,  and  nothing  can  prevent  it ;  for  you  have  been  kind  to 
my  children."  I  however,  was  not  aware  of  having  done  anything  worthy 
of  such  sincere  demonstrations  of  gratitude  from  the  honoured  mother  of 
that  blessed  family.         ********* 

I  afterwards  had  a  home  for  some  length  of  time,  and  at  different 
intervals,  in  each  of  the  families  of  Hiram  and  Carlos. 

The  extensive  usefulness,  and  exalted  characters  of  these  two  great  men 
are  too  well  known  to  need  any  comments  from  me. 

Suffice  it  to  say,  that  I  have  enjoyed  a  most  intimate  and  friendly 
acquaintance  with  almost  every  member  of  this  most  favoured  and  exalted 
family  of  the  nineteenth  century  ;  and  their  house  has  been  my  home, 
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while  I  have  heard  them  separately,  and  one  after  another,  relate  the  same 
history  over  and  over  again,  concerning  the  rise  of  the  Church,  and  the 
coming  forth  of  the  Sacred  Records. 

But  where  now  are  these  noble  and  exalted  men ;  and  inestimable 
benefactors  of  the  human  race  ?  They  have  sealed  their  testimony  on 
earth,  and  are  gone  to  plead  our  just  and  righteous  cause  in  the  high 
courts  of  Heaven ! 


CHAPTER  II. 

THE    SURRENDER    OF    DIAHMON. 

I  feel  that  I  cannot  proceed  with  the  thread  of  my  narrative 
without  stopping  for  a  moment,  to  notice  some  of  the  particulars 
of  the  following  thrilling  incident,  which  took  place  at  Diahmon 
immediately  after  the  surrender  of  Farwest. 

Years  have  expired  since  those  trying  scenes  passed  in 
awful  reality  hefore  those  who  were  the  unwilling  witnesses  and 
partakers  of  the  same,  yet  they  are  still  as  fresh  in  my  memory, 
and  as  indellibly  engraven  upon  the  tablet  of  my  heart,  as 
though  it  had  been  but  yesterday  ;  and  will  long  be  remember- 
ed by  many  others. 

My  pen  is  inadequate  to  do  justice  to  the  subject ;  and  I  hope 
it  has  been  somewhere  related  by  one  more  able  ;  although  I 
do  not  recollect  of  having  seen  it  in  any  of  the  works  now 
extant,  relative  to  the  persecutions  in  Missourie. 
(i  It  was  the  day  after  the  capture  of  Farwest  by  the  mob 
forces,  that  a  messenger  arrived  with  the  unwelcome  tidings 
that  brought  sadness  to  every  heart,  and  cast  a  shade  of  gloom 
on  every  countenance.  We  had  heard  that  a  large  army  was 
approaching  Farwest,  and  had  sent  most  of  our  best  men  to 
aid  and  reinforce  the  Brethren  there  ;  since  when  all  had  been 
kept  in  anxious  suspense,  waiting  to  know  the  result ;  until 
this  messenger  arrived,  informing  us  that  all  was  lost — that 
Farwest  had  surrendered ;  and  most  of  our  head  men  were 
taken  captive  by  the  mob  ;  and  sentenced  to  be  shot !  and  that 
they  would  soon  be  upon  us  by  hundreds,  and  'twould  be  vain 
to  resist ! 

We  knew  not  what  our  fate  would  be,  but  resolved  to  put 
our  whole  trust  in  the  Lord,  and  tamely  submit  to  this  furious, 
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enraged,  and  blood-thirsty  banditti.  All  bowed  the  knee  and 
made  supplication  to  the  Most  High,  that  the  hearts  of  our 
merciless  persecutors  might  be  softened,  and  the  fierceness  of 
their  wrath  turned  away,  that  they  might  spare  us  and  our 
wives  and  children.  But  soon  the  news  was  sounded  through 
our  mids't  that  the  mob  had  arrived. 

Fearing  however,  to  advance  too  suddenly  upon  us,  they 
halted  for  a  moment  to  ascertain  our  strength  and  position, 
when  a  parley  ensued  with  the  leaders,  and  they  were  informed 
that  we  would  not  oppose  them,  but  surrender  at  once,  without 
resistance!  The  captain  of  the  mob  replied ;  that  his  men 
were  "  very  blood-thirsty,  and  much  enraged  beyond  control" 
and  that  he  feared  that  "much  blood  would  be  spilled ;"  but 
that  if  we  would  strictly  obey  his  orders,  and  not  resist,  he 
would  endeavour  to  prevent  violence,  and  save  our  lives  if 
possible. 

We  were  then  ordered  to  assemble  every  man  at  a  place  of 
rendezvous ;  and  to  gather  up  all  of  our  weapons ;  such  as 
guns,  pistols,  swords,  knives,  &c,  without  a  single  exception  ; 
for,  said  he  ;  "  if  one  of  these  instruments  should  afterwards  be 
found  in  the  possession  of  any  one  of  your  people,  he  shall 
instantly  be  put  to  death !  " 

Our  little  company  after  being  thus  assembled,  did  not 
exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  men. 

We  were  then  marched  on  foot  in  advance  of  the  mob  forces, 
who  were  mounted  on  horse-back,  and  numbered  over  six- 
hundred  strong. 

They  were  painted  and  disfigured  in  a  most  horrid  and 
ridiculous  manner,  presenting  an  appearance  more  hideous  and 
disgusting  to  look  upon  than  any  of  the  wild  savages  of  the 
forest. 

When  we  had  arrived  at  a  small  open  piece  of  ground,  called 
a  "  Prairie  bottom,"  we  were  ordered  to  form  a  "hollow  square; 
facing  inwards."  This  being  accomplished,  we  found  ourselves 
in  the  centre  of  another  square  which  was  formed  outside,  and 
around  us  by  our  enemies,  and  were  in  this  manner  entirely 
surrounded  by  them.  We  were  then  ordered  to  "ground 
arms  ;  "  and  instantly  obeyed  by  laying  our  weapons  all  upon 
the  ground.  At  this  instant  a  hideous  yell,  more  terrific  and 
appaling — as  if  issuing  from  the  infernal  regions,  burst  from 
the  lips  of  our  enemies,  and  insultingly  saluted  our  ears  ;  but 
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haply  no  farther  outrage  was  then  committed.  We  were  then 
permitted  to  withdraw  through  an  opening  made  in  the  ranks 
of  our  enemy  for  this  purpose,  leaving  our  arms  (which  were 
our  own  individual  property)  in  their  possession  ;  and  thus  we 
were  robbed  with  impunity,  of  upwards  of  five  thousand 
dollars  !  We  were  then  conducted  a  short  distance  by  one  of 
the  mob  party  who  then  left  us  by  ourselves,  telling  us  to 
remain  as  we  were  and  wait  for  further  orders. 

Being  thus  left  alone,  a  few  moments  were  afforded  us  to 
muse  within  ourselves,  or  converse  with  each  other  upon  our 
present  unpleasant  situation,  while  our  relentless  persecutors 
were  greedily  engaged  in  seizing  upon,  and  dividing  the  spoil 
which  they  had  taken  from  us. 

This  being  accomplished  to  their  entire  satisfaction,  after 
considerable  quarrelling  and  contention  among  themselves ;  a 
large  number  of  them  were  at  length  seen  approaching  toward 
our  own  little  group,  in  great  confusion,  and  with  a  very 
hostile  and  threatening  appearance. 

Whether  they  were  intending  to  massacre  us  on  the  spot, 
and  strip  and  rob  us  of  our  clothing,  or  what,  we  knew  not ; 
but  rapine  and  murder  were  evidently  visible  in  their  inten- 
tions ;  and  it  appeared,  that  having  tasted  a  little,  like  the  wild 
beasts  of  prey,  they  had  become  the  more  ferocious,  and  were 
determined  to  glut  themselves  upon  what  remained.  One  of 
the  number  coming  up  in  advance  of  the  rest,  instantly  singled 
out  a  brother  whom  he  pretended  to  know,  and  for  a  pretext, 
he  falsely  accused  him  of  stealing  !  then  forcing  him  from  our 
mid'st,  and  uttering  the  most  horrid  oaths,  he  leveled  his  gun 
at  the  head  of  his  victim,  ready  cocked  and  primed,  and  told 
him  to  prepare  to  die  !  At  this  instant,  the  Captain  of  the  mob, 
who  had  pledged  himself  to  try  to  preserve  our  lives  if  possible, 
happened  to  come  up ;  and  haply  proving  true  to  his  word,  he 
told  him  to  desist;  and  commanded  him  not  to  fire.  He 
hesitated,  and  said ;  "  Captain  I  respect  you,  but  by  God,  this 
miserable  blasphemous  wretch — death  is  too  good  for  him  !" 
and  turning  the  breech  of  his  gun  he  raised  it  over  his  head. 
My  attention  was  now  arrested  by  the  rest  of  the  party  who 
had  gathered  close  upon  us,  and  commenced  with  a  tirade  of 
abuse,  insult  and  blasphemy,  only  to  be  equalled  by  the  imps 
of  the  infernal  regions  ;  and  uttering  the  most  horrid  oaths  and 
imprecations — enough  almost  to  cause  the  blood  to  run  chill 
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in  the  veins  of  one  possessing  the  common  feelings  of  humanity* 
said,  "what  do  you  intend  to  do,  now  your  damned  false 
Prophet  Joe  Smith  is  dead  ?"  for,  said  they ;  you  need  not 
flatter  yourselves  that  you  will  ever  see  his  damned  carcase 
again,  for  his  die  is  cast — his  doom  is  sealed,  and  before  this, 
his  accursed  soul  is  in  hell !  and  we  now  give  you  the  choice, 
either  to  renounce  and  forsake  Joe  Smith,  and  his  damned 
nonsense  which  you  call  religion,  and  become  '  good  citizens 
like  one  of  us, '  or  end  your  miserable  existence  at  once. 

"Five  minutes  is  now  allowed  you,  that  all  of  those  who 
wish  to  do  this,  and  save  their  lives,  may  come  out  from  among 
the  rest ;  and  we  will  soon  send  the  balance  to  hell ! ! " 

It  was  a  solemn  and  a  trying  moment ;  I  looked  around 
upon  my  brethren — they  appeared  cheerful  and  calm  as  a 
summer's  morning ;  and  such  were  the  feelings  that  pervaded 
my  own  bosom.  How  far  they  (the  enemy)  might  be  permitted 
to  go  we  knew  not.  For  one,  I  felt  that  I  had  a  conscience 
void  of  offence  towards  God  and  man.  I  had  always  been 
sincere  in  the  religion  which  I  had  espoused ;  and  verily  believed 
and  knew  that  it  was  the  true  gospel,  and  plan  of  salvation ; 
and  I  felt  ready  and  willing  to  die,  rather  than  forsake  my 
religion  ;  having  a  strong  assurance,  that  though  the  wicked 
should  be  permitted  to  take  our  lives  away,  or  even  the  lives 
of  our  Prophet  and  head  men  ;  still  the  work  of  the  Lord  would 
roll  on,  and  nothing  could  prevent  it :  the  church  of  Christ 
must  stand,  the  kingdom  of  Heaven  must  prevail,  Zion  must 
be  built  up,  and  the  poor  and  meek  of  the  earth,  hear  the 
Gospel  preached  in  its  fulness  ;  the  glad  tidings  of  Salvation 
must  salute  the  ears  of  the  honest  in  heart  among  all  nations, 
and  gather  them  home  to  the  new  Jerusalem — redeem  the  world 
from  sin  and  woe,  and  usher  in  the  great  Millenium  ;  when  all 
the  Church  of  the  first  born,  and  the  martyrs  of  Jesus,  will 
rise  and  reign  with  him  a  thousand  years. 

Such  were  the  thoughts  that  ruminated  through  my  mind, 
while  I  heard  them  deliberately  cock  their  guns,  and  saw  them 
take  the  deadly  aim  ! 

The  time  was  expired  ;  not  a  soul  had  moved  ;  all  appeared 
resigned  to  their  fate  ;  when  thanks  be  to  God,  relief  was  now 
at  hand :  for,  seeing  our  critical  situation,  the  Captain  had 
hastily  collected  a  few  of  the  more  humane  of  his  party,  whom 
he  could  control,  and  came  at  this  instant  to  our  rescue ;  and 
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ordering  the  ruthless  gang  to  disperse,  they  were  reluctantly 
compelled  to  obey.  The  friendly  party  were  then  placed  as 
a  guard  over  us,  with  orders  to  remain  until  relieved,  and  see 
that  the  "Prisoners"  were  not  molested. 

Thus  were  we  preserved  at  that  time  in  a  miraculous 
manner,  by  one  who  but  a  few  hours  before,  had  resolved  upon 
our  utter  ruin. 

But  God  in  answer  to  our  prayer,  had  softened  his  heart  for 
our  good  ;  and  thanks  be  to  his  Holy  Name,  not  a  soul  was 
hurt. 

In  the  evening  we  were  set  at  liberty,  with  the  promise  of 
not  being  molested  again  during  the  expiration  of  ten  days  ; 
on  the  conditions  of  every  individual  of  the  Saints  leaving  the 
county  within  that  time.  But,  said  they;  "after  that  time 
the  life  of  a  '  Mormon'  will  be  of  no  more  value  than  that  of  a 
wolf ! "  We  would  be  permitted  however,  to  stop  in  tl  e  adjoin- 
ing county  of  Caldwell,  if  we  chose,  until  spring  ;  but  then  the 
Saints  must  leave  the  state  altogether. 

Trras,  in  the  midst  of  the  very  extremes  of  a  severe  north- 
ern winter,  and  on  so  short  a  notice,  were  a  large  number  of 
inhabitants ;  consisting  of  men,  women  and  children,  forced 
from  their-comfortable  fire-sides,  and  compelled  to  leave  their 
houses  and  their  homes,  and  wander,  many  of  them  on  foot ; 
having  had  their  teams,  together  with  their  cows,  hogs,  &c, 
"  shot  down  before  their  eyes"  by  these  cruel  Brigands  to 
supply  their  murderous  gang  with  an  abundance  to  glut  them- 
selves upon,  while  they  remained  encamped  in  our  midst  to 
see  that  the  terms  of  the  "treaty"  were  fully  complied  with: 
that  is,  that  the  town  and  county  was  effectually  cleared  of 
every  "Mormon  Citizen"  by  the  specified  time. 

Thus  I  say,  the  Saints  were  compelled  to  travel  over  a 
bleak  Prairie  entirely  destitute  of  timber  or  a  single  inhabitant, 
for  the  distance  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  miles,  to  seek  a  shelter 
as  best  they  could,  in  and  about  Farwest  and  other  parts  of 
Caldwell  county,  until  the  weather  became  more  mild,  so  that 
we  could  pursue  our  journey  to  some  place  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  the  State  of  Missourie.
